Dulles noted that' if these projects and programs had been previously approved 
he did not see the necessity in submitting them again to the Director. Col. White 
stated that while this would hold true for some of the projects, there were others 
which it would not and he, therefore, required some authorization to release the 
funds involved. After some -discussion, the Director stated that the whole project 
review procedure should be reviewed and actually we should have only two types of 
projects — those for which only a given amount was necessary and those which would 
continue from year to year. In the case of the latter, the-Dnrector stated it would 
not be necessary to approve these projects each year; however, it would be essential 
that a better system of audit and review than we now have be established and further
